The summer season, with its out- 
door picnics, catual living and heal- 
thy release from indoor living, also 
brings its own assortment of health 
hazards. 

One that is particularly to be 
guarded against during the summer 
months is -food poisoning. Although 
food posoning may occur at any tinw 
of the year, summer conditions are 
especially conducive to the organ- 
Isms which many contaminate food- 
stuffs. 

Foods which are particularly sus- 
ceptible to poisoning are milk, salads, 
pics, eclairs, cakes, canned foods and 
meat. 

One fact that every housewife 
should be aware of is that taste, oder 
and appearance cannot be relied 
upon to tell when food is Spoiled. 

The symptoms of food poisoning 
appear within a few hours after eat- 
ing contaminated food. They arc 
marked by severe abdominal pains 
and nausea and vomiting. The afflict- 
ed person feels faint and is noticeably 
weak. Thirst, headache, dizziness and 
a. light iever usually accompany the 
affliction. 

Mild cases pass of in most instances 
within 24 hours, but In severe cases 
the .symptons may last three or four 
weeks. Usually every person who eats

His story will be used in •the 
production of a 4-H movie titled 
"Where the Road Turns Right." It is 
based on his own experiences with 
the Lake Zurich Junior 4-H club, of 
which he has been leader for 15 
years. His award is an all-expense trip 
to the 25th Anniversary' National 4-H 
Club Congress in Chicago next De- 
comber. 

Since the Lake Zurich club was or- 
ganized in 1930, Snetsinger has been 
either co-leader or leader. His clover 
leader pin was awarded him in 1944. 
He -has also served as .president of 
the Lake County Farm Bureau and 
is a member of the Lions club, vil- 
lage and high school boards and Ma- 
sonic Lodge. 

Living on a 120-acrc farm, Snets- 
inger is a Joint teifant with his fa- 
ther.

Veterans who have not yet arrang- 
ed to enter college this fall will find 
a restricted field, especially in the 
larger universities, but it is pointed 
out by Scrvce Officer, A. F. Reutlin- 
ger, American Legion Home, Wauke- 
gan, III., of the Illinois Veterans Com- 
mission that there are still several 
hundred openings at the stale teach- 
ers' colleges and normal universities. 

In addition, a number of junior 
colleges have made room for veter- 
ans, and the University of Illinois 
will care ior several thousand 
through its 29 extension centers and 
the U. of I. Na\7 Pier branch in Chi- 
cago. 

To secure tuition-free admission to 
the University of Illinois or the state- 
supported normal schools and teach- 
ers' colleges, the veteran is required 
to submit his application direct to the 
registrar of the particular school, to- 
gether with his orignal discharge ccr- 
tiiicato, which will be stamped and 
returned to him. 

Service officers of the Illinois Ve- 
terans Commission, on duty in every 
county in Illinois, will assist veterans 
in filing for educational and all other 
benefits due thorn as a result of their 
service. 



County Clerk Jay B. Morse today 
issued a warning that in order to vote 
at the general election on November 
5 it will be absolutely necessary to 
have registered. The permanent re- 
gistration law which affects Lake 
County and the other downstate 
counties in Illinois was enacted in 
1941, but up until now a person not 
on the registered list could vote by 
affidavit. 

The County Clerk's office today 
started mailing out verification o£ 
registration cards to every registered 
voter in Lake County. Citizens who 
receive these cards and whose names 
and addresses are the same as shown 
on the cards can rest assured that 
they arc (jualified voters. Persons 
who have changed addresses since re- 
gistering and have not requested a 
transfer of their registration will not 
receive a card, ibecause the state law 
prohibits forwarding of same ^and -it 
will be necessary' for them to hav2 
the corrections made or they will 
NOT bo allowed to vote. 

The registration bureau in the 
County Clerk's office, Room 102 of 
the county courthouse in Waukegan 
is open over>' day but Sunday, B a. 
m. to 5 p. m. Monday through Friday, 
and until noon on Saturday. County 
Clerk Morse has further arranged for 
the convenience of citizens to open 
branch registration offices in the 
various townships of the county. 

Voters of various townships of 
western Lake county may register at 
the following places: 

Newport township, Mrs. David Van 
Patten. 'DeLaney road, \\'iadsworth, 
111; Antioch township, William E. 
Rosing, Main street, Antioch, 111.; 
Lake Villa township. Township Super- 
visor's oCfice, Lake Villa, 111., Arthur 
E. Bennett, Registrar; Grant town- 
ship, Township Supervisor's office, 
Grand Avenue, Fox Lake, Illinois, 
Noel E. White, Registrar. 

Over 65,000 men and women are 
registered in bake County, but Mr. 
Morse estimales that there is in the 
neighborhood of 12,000 eligible voters 
who have failed to gel their names 
on the registration lists. The law pro- 
vides that any man or woman not 
yet 21 years old, but who will reach 
that age on or before November 5, 
oan register now. 

All registrations and corrections in 
registration must he made not later 
than October 7. Citizens not properly 
registered at the close of business on 
that date will not be able to vote in 
November. Mr. Morse points out there 
is but one exception to that rule, and 
that is in the case of cx-senice per- 
sonnel, men or women discharged less 
than 60 days before election. Citizens 
in this category will be permitted to 
vote by affidavit. However, the coun- 
ty clerk strongly recommends that 
wherever possible these people regis- 
ter, as it will expedite their voting. 
Those still in the Armed Forces, of 
course, can vote without heing re- 
gistered, .but all ex-service people 
with the one exception cited_ must be 
registered by October 7 or they will 
disfranchise themselves.

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A Reckless Gamble 

The Crosser Bill, relating to the railroad retire- 
ment and unemployment Insurance systems, which has 
passed the House and is now pending In the Senate, 
should not become law in its present fonn — and should 
not under any circumstances be brought to a vote until 
it has been given the most searching examination and 
debate. 

Major objections to the bill are apparent. First, 
it would greatly widen the gap between benefits paid 
railroad workers under the railroad retirement and un- 
cmploj-ment insurance systems, and benefits paid other 
workers under the general Social Security Law. 

Second, it would increase the cost to the railroads 
of railroad retirement and unemplo>inent insurance by 
about 5100,000,000 a year. In the long run. this added 
cost would have to be borne by all u3ors of transporta- 
Uon. 

Third, this increase would be for the benefit of a 
group of workers who have just been given an \&\h. 
cents an hour wage increase, and whose wage increases ' 
since the beginning of the war have averaged more than! 
50 per cent. { 

Fourth, the biU provides for payment of sick and> 
accident benefits to a wide range of persons, some of 
whom have only incidental connection with the rail- 
road business, and all of whom would receive the bene- 
fits whether the di.<«bilit>' was caused by, or in any 
way related to, their emploj-ment. 

Fifth, the bill would impose taxes on railroad 
pay rolls amounting to 15^3 per cent, of which almost 
two-thirds would be paid by the employing road. This 
tax, according to the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Conunerce. would be insufficient to pay the 
costs. 

Sixth, if other workers were to be treated as 
well as railroad men would be under this bill, the 
total cost of government social security would reach the 
asU-onomic figure of 520.000,000.000 a year. 

In the words of one authority, "The bill, as it 
stands, is a reckless gamble. It increases the benefits 



for a selected class of workers. The costs would be 
borne. . . .In the last analysis by the shippers, workers 
and consumers of the country. And, finally, It leaves 
the railroad retiromcnt and pension system upon a basis 
found by disinterested actuaries to be definitely un- 
sound." 

* * « 

The People Pay All The CotU 

Despite many theories to the contrar>', the Seat- 
lie Times obser\'es, "The government of a nation is 
wholly dependent upon the people for financial sup- 
port Government produces nothing. People pay the 

costs of their government — all the costs." 

The Times describes the enormous Inroads made 
by government into the pockctbooks of the people. In 
tl'ie early days, the government found sufficient support 
in indirect ta.xation— the "duties, imports and excises" 
specified by the Constitution. Then came direct taxation 
in the fonn of the income tax, with is steadily ascend- 
ing rates. After that came the withholding tax Idea— 
under which a certain proportion of each worker's 
weekly or monthly pay check is paid into the Federal 
Troasur>' to support some scr\'icc or other. The Social 
Security law which, as the Times says, Is based on the 
premise that "all the people were too unthrifty to pro 
vide their own welfare and old age," is the priic ex- 
ample of this. 

'i:\o\s the country is threatened with one more bite 
in the form of the proposed, compulsoo' National 
Health Bill, generally known as the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell Bill. To quote the Times again, "The President, 
some members of Congress and some government 
agencies have decided that the people, as a whole, arc 
unable to take care of their health, and government 

must do it for them 

'VVfter the health bill, the logical succession of 
laws must be for more pay roll withholding to provide 
the balanced diet, the proper apparel, and the right 
kind of homes for all the people — all to be prescribed 
by government. 

•'What the government may trj- to do from there 
on is anybod>-'s guess; but the safest guess Is that by 
that time there will be nothing more of earned income 
to witiihold." 

If the .'Vmerican people are at last ready to admit 
that they are completely incapable of caring for them- 
selves, and for making their own decisions as free 
agents, government will of course step in and order 
our li%*es. And. if the American people accept that 
premise, everj- thing the country- stood for, everj'thinit 
tliat made the countrj' great — private opportunity and 
personal liberty— is irretrievably gone.

Tbe Incidence of Rabies 

A report for 1945 gives the num- 
ber of rabies cases in the United 
States as 10,5-10, nearly half of 
which occurred in six states: Lou* 
isiana, 906; Texas, 050; Calfiornia, 
014; Pennsylvania, 904; Georgia, 
GIO; Tennessee, 505. With the ex- 
ccpiion of 2 cases reported in Min- 
nesota, the whole Northwest as far 
as the Pacific coast was rabies-free. 
Most of the coses were in dogs, but 
there were 53 human cases, 561 in 
cattle and 419 in cats, plus on un- 
stated number in other farm ani- 
mals and wildlife.

II. PROGRAM OF STUDIES 
Regular classes were held for nine 

months from the Kindergarten 
through the 6th grade. 

The Kindergarten was operated in 
the mornings only. The program de- 
veloped at this level was designed 
primarily to help the children ad- 
just themselves to other children and 
adults. They were taught to work and 
play together and given practice in 
inhibiting any undesirable tenden- 
cies. 

From the 1st grade through the 
3rd grade the following studies were 
covered intensively: Reading, arith- 
metic, spelling, writing, health and 
art. Throughout the lower grades 
much emphasis was pbccd upon read- 
ing. Realizing too many children were 
having difficulty with reading, more 
phonic training was introduced this 
year to aid the child in hearing sounds 
In words and seeing their printed 
equivalents. A Nature Study or Sci- 
ence program to suit the grade level 
was developed from the 2nd grade 
up through the upper grades. 

From the 4th grade through the Clh 
grade history and geography were 
added to <thc above list of studies. A 
detailed study of our iorm of govern- 
ment, both local and national, was 
given in the 7lh and 8th grades. 

A period was given to music in all 
grades; and throughout the year the 
children derived much pleasure from 
working in cither the chorus, band, 
iazz band, or rhythm band. 

A twenty-five minute period was 
devoted each afternoon to Physical 
Education. This program was planned 
and supcr\'ised by the teachers of the 
various grades and carried on out- 
doors most of the time.

Recluie Hides Her Money 
Too Carefully, Police Say 

WASHINGTON.— Authorities had 
$500, a dead mouse and a white 
chicken feather to show for their ef- 
forts one day. And the job wasn't 
even started. 

The job was a search of thousands 
of assorted packages that nearly 
overflowed the five-room frame 
house of Miss Ada Kropp, 52-year- 
old Tuxedo. Md., recluse. 

The object was to Rnd several 
thousand dollars Miss Kropp said 
she had tucked away from a $200- 
a-month income she had received 
from an estate during the last 20 
years. 

The search started after Miss 
Kropp was removed to a hospital 
In a diabetic coma. It was first be- 
lieved she was destitute, but she 
told authorities later of the cache 
in her home. OfTlcers found the 
home clogged with packages. 

The first 200 parcels yielded $60— 
mostly in old large-size bills. Little 
by little more money was discovered. 
By day's end it totaled approxi- 
mately $900.

Best Potatoes 

The best potatoes are firm and 
clean, have shallow eyes, and have 
no cuts, decay or green spots. The 
green spots occur when potatoes are 
exposed to light. Potatoes should 
be stored in a dark place for that 
reason. When the spots develop, 
they should be cut out, as they are 
harmful to eat. The remainder of 
the damaged potato is perfectly 
good, however. 



Kaw Potatoes 

When raw potatoes are called for 
in ai recipe such as in scallop or 
soup, the peelings should be kept 
very thin. Also, they should be 
peeled just before cooking and note 
allowed to soak In water. If the 
potatoes must be peeled atfbad of 
time, they should be put in salted 
water, The best way to serve 
all potatoes is quick-cooked and 
steaming hot. The longer they stand 
in the air, the more vitamin C they 
lose.

From Aulis to Whales 

W.A.SHINGTON— The interior de- 
parttnent reported liuit "thousands 
of auks, murres. puilins, sea gulLs 
and duck.s" peri.>ihed during the war 
alrng with "unknown quantities of 
•.vhnles." 

The birds were victims of oil on 
the sea "which penetrates the feath- 
ers and ruins them as waterproof 
coverings." (That means they 
sank.) 

Tiie whales were said to "have 
been killed in the cour-^e of .«:ubir.a- 
r:ne warfare," .And liie whale is. 
•he department reminded, "the most 
valuable anirnal in existence." 

The report on wildlife casualties 
was publii^hcd in the annual ac- 
cour;ting of the work dene by vari- 
ous agencies in the department 
headed by Harold L. Ickes. 

Other po!nt,s: 

1. Continental fish and wildlife 
may well have benefited by the cui- 
down on hunting and fishing during 
the war. 

2. De-jungleizing of Pacific islands 
destroyed many nesting grounds tor 
sea birds "and has perhaps even 
extinguished at least two species, 
the laysan island rail and the lay- 
san island finch." 

3. The war pulled a lot of men 
out of the fish and wildlife service 
and here is a good field for "re- 
turned war veterans seeking to 
establish ihemsep.-cs in civilian 
life."

different persons have differing de- 
grees of resistance. 

In most outbreaks of food poison- 
ing improperly prepared or improp- 
erly kept foods arc to blame. The 
foods become contaminated in several 
ways. Sometimes the person prepar- 
ing them is ill or convalescing from 
an illness and may be harboring dan- 
gerous bacteria. Rats carr>' some of 
the baclerfn that causes food poison- 
ing and form an important source of 
infection. 

There have been some outbreaks 
caused by infection from rats virus 
put out to destroy rats. Roaches, files 
and other insects also are disease car- 
riers. 

The best way to avoid food poison- 
ing is constantly to keep in mind the 
importance of strictly fresh meats, 
poulto* and sea food.s. It also is im- 
porunt to be sure that prep.ircd food 
is consumed early. 

Other important factors arc ade- 
quate refrigeration, protection of 
stored food from contamination by 
rats, boiling of homc'canncd fruits 
and vegetables for 15 minutes and in- 
spection of bought canned foods. 

Consumers should be particularly 
careful to reject canned good,"; if; 
there is a bulge in the end of the I 
can. \ 

Personal cleancis and washing of 
the hands when handling food in any 
situation should, of course, be a com- 
mon practice. 

So enjoy the summer salad.s. the 
outdoor picnics and the casualness of 
summer living. But remember also 
thit summer is the season dearly 
loved by food<onLaminating bacteria, 
and take all pos.sible precautions 
again.st serving food that might in 
any way be contaminated. !

BRUNSWICK. GERMANY.-Brit- 
ish war crime investigators an- 
nounced the connpletion of an in- 
quiry into one of the Nazis' most re- 
volting crimes — the methodical 
murder by "wilful neglect" on two 
"baby farms" of -SCZ infa.-jf?;. 5i.\- 
leen men and throe wome.i have 
been arrested for trial 

The inveslignlors said the chil- 
dren were judged under Nazi policy 
to have been born illegitimately to 
slave laborers working on farms 
arid in the volkswagon (German 
jeep) factory near nrunswick. 

They were .separated from their 
mothers at the a>;es of 10 days to 
three months and placed in two 
farms at the villages of Volpke and 
Ruehen. Out of 114 put in wooden 
huts at Velpke. 02 died. All 370 died 
who were in corrugated iron sheds 
at Ruehen, 

The British report said the babies 
were kept in crude cribs which were 
seldom if ever cleaned.
